“They can’t prove it was from our 
hive,” said Belleville Area District Library 
Director Mary Jo Suchy with a smile when 
she told the library board of the swarm 
of bees that had to be relocated from the 
Belleville First United Methodist Church 
across the street from the library. 

At the library board meeting on July 11, 
she reported that two weeks earlier the 
library was informed that a swarm of bees 
had formed in the tree by the Methodist 
Church, presumably from the hives on the 
library roof. 


Man found dead in 
house fire on Alden Road 
in Van Buren Twp. 


Roy Lawrence Bodenmiller, 74, was 
found dead in the bathroom of his home 
after it burned at 40191 Alden Rd. in Van 
Buren Township on Wednesday, July 12. 

VBT Fire Chief Dave McInally said the 
department was called out at 4:30 p.m. and 
the house was fully involved when they 
arrived. 

George, the brother of the deceased, 
was outside of the home when fire 
fighters arrived. He was transported to the 
University of Michigan Burn Unit. 

Chief MclInally said the fire started in the 
screened-in porch area and possibly was 
smoking-related. He said the two brothers 
were known to sit on the porch and smoke 
together. 

He said they called in the Michigan 
State Police arson-detecting dog and no 
accelerants were detected. 

Fire fighters were on the scene until 12:30 
a.m., July 13, when the Wayne County 
Medical Examiner picked up the remains. 

Assisting Van Buren Township were fire 
fighters from Belleville, Canton Township, 
Romulus, and Metro Airport. 
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Director Suchy said Bees in the D reached 
out to an associate in Monroe County who 
came out within an hour to collect and re- 
home the bees. 

“I learned that it is a sign of a healthy 
hive when they split off like this,’ Suchy 
said. “I also learned that bees in a swarm 
have recently eaten and are pretty docile. 
Swarms generally dissipate on their own 
after one or two days, if they are not re- 
homed.” 

The library has hives of honey bees on 
its roof. The bees were put in place and 
managed by Bees in the D. 

In other business at the 40-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Heard Suchy report that the building 
committee has been considering options 
and O’Neal Construction is preparing 
a mock-up showing the addition of two 
horizontal bars to the top of the porch 
railing on the second floor. The rods could 
be fabricated and added by either the

Four Belleville family members are 
heading to Drake University in Des 
Moines, Iowa, on July 28, to take part in 
the 2023 AAU Junior Olympics Games. 

The girls are Rickiya Stephenson, 12, 
who attends McBride Middle School; 
Ry’Ann Stephenson, 10, who attends

Also qualifying for the Junior 
Olympics is their aunt Jeyda Brown, 15, of 
Sumpter Township, who is home-schooled. 

The girls have worked hard to place in the 
top six in the state of Michigan’s Regionals 
for Youth Track and Field, said Nicole 
McGuire, who is the mother of the three 
sisters and sister to Jeyda Brown. 

Jeyda’s mother is Connie Brown. 

They have qualified in long jump, javelin, 
200m, 400m, 400m relay and 200m. 

McGuire said they are hoping the 
community will help raise money for them 
to attend this event using gofundme https:// 


gofund.me/2c803136 . The goal is $5,000. 
They plan to leave Belleville on July 28. 
The competition runs July 29 through Aug. 
5. 

The family will need to stay the whole 
week to participate in the Olympics. 
McGuire said this is a big achievement and 
they had to qualify in the top six in their 
age brackets to even be considered. 

“We need your help to get there, as hotel 
is going to be around $2,500 for a whole 
week,” she said. “Then they have to get 
there and back and we have to feed them 
for the week.” 

The four girls run track for the Ann Arbor 
Youth Track Club, since Belleville does 
not offer a track club other than at school 
at McBride and BHS, McGuire said. 

McGuire said her daughter will be selling 
candy, juice boxes, hot dogs, chips, Kool- 
Aid and bottled water on July 22 from 10 
a.m. until 3 p.m at 172 Belle Villa Blvd. 
with hopes of raising money to attend the 
Junior Olympics in Iowa.

He said the first weekly concert had 
to move to the Methodist Church because 
of rain. The second concert was moved 
indoors because of air quality. But the 
third concert, the previous week, brought 
500 people. Juriga said he bought a case 
of chalk for the children to use during the 
concerts to draw on High Street. He said 
the library could supply chalk to children 
during Farmer’s Markets and the Main 
Street Car Shows so they could draw on the 
bollards at the front of the library. He said 
the rain would just wash it off; 

e Was advised that Comic Book workshops 
will be held from 6:30 to 7: 30 p.m. on July 
24 and July 31 to get ready for the Aug. 5 
Comic Fest at the library; and 

e Learned three board members would 
not be present for the Aug. 8 regular 
meeting. It will not be a problem, if all four 
of the other members can attend, but if not 
they will have to call off the meeting for 
lack of a quorum.

that the case appears to be a stranger who 
killed a stranger and actions to cover up 
the homicide. He said 
there is compelling 
evidence that defendant 4 
Mark Anthony 
Shaw is responsible. 
The evidence is 
circumstantial, he said. 

He said the accused is a 
domiciled in Texas and 
has no ties to Michigan. 
He was passing through as a truck driver. 
He has ties outside of the country. He said 
Shaw is a danger to the people of the state 
and he has no incentive to come back to 
court if he bonds out. 

Elsey asked for the bond to be changed 
to remand. 

Shaw’s defense attorney Christopher 
Quinn told Judge Green he thought 
the $200,000 cash or surety bond was 
sufficient. 

Judge Green said the arraigning judge 
had no information on the case when he set 
the bond. She canceled the $200,000 bond 
and remanded the defendant to remain in 
custody. 

At Shaw’s July 12 probable cause 
conference, which Shaw attended from his 
cell by zoom from the Wayne County Jail, 
Elsey said there will be three witnesses 
at the preliminary exam and one is being 
flown in. 

In the press release issued by the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office on 
July 3 announcing the warrant for Shaw’s 
arrest, Prosecutor Kym Worthy said she 
has charged Mark Anthony Shaw, 39, of 
Missouri City, Texas, in connection with 
the fatal shooting of Stafford Segree, 47, of 
Van Nuys, California. Both the defendant 
and the victim were long-distance truck 
drivers. They did not know each other prior 
to the incident, the news release said. 

On June 29, at about 12:52 p.m., Van 
Buren Township police officers were 
dispatched to an alley in the 10900 block of 
Belleville Road for a reported unresponsive

male, according to the news release. 

Upon their arrival, officers located the 
victim inside of his semi-truck, deceased, 
suffering from a gunshot wound to the face. 

It is alleged that on June 28, at about 
10:20 p.m., a verbal altercation between 
the defendant and the victim escalated, 
and defendant Shaw produced and fired a 
handgun, fatally wounding Segree, before 
fleeing the scene. 

Investigation by the Van Buren Township 
Police Department led to the arrest of the 
defendant on June 29. 

He was arraigned July 3 in 34th District 
Court before Judge Brian Oakley and given 
a $200,000 cash/surety bond. 

David Armando Palacios-Sanchez 

David Armando Palacios-Sanchez, 44, of 
Detroit was present for his probable cause 
conference on June 28 from the Wayne 
County Jail where he is being held on 
$500,000 cash bond. 

His live preliminary exam was set for 
Aug. 9 before Judge Oakley. He is charged 
with five counts concerning the deaths of 
two women in a hit and run on May 28 in 
Sumpter Township. Judge Oakley denied 
reduction of bond. 

Samantha Ann Lawson 

Samantha Ann Lawson of Taylor was 
present for her calendar conference on June 
27 at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice in 
Detroit. Her final conference was set for 
Aug. 11. 

She was charged with assault with intent 
to murder, discharging a weapon in or at a 
building, assault with a dangerous weapon 
(felonious assault) and three counts of 
felony firearm on April 19 in Van Buren 
Township. 

34" District Court Chief Judge Brian 
Oakley dismissed the assault with intent to 
murder charge and one of the felony firearm 
charges at the May 24 preliminary exam. 

Her bond had been set at $75,000 cash, 
but at circuit court on May 31 it was 
reduced to personal recognizance bond. 

She is accused of shooting into an occupied 
residence at Parkwood Apartments. 


VBPS School Board approves five-year plan

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Letter to Al Haidous 
about our intersections 


To the editor: 

This is a letter to Wayne County 
Commissioner Al Haidous, (313) 224- 
0944. 

Dear Mr. Haidous, 

On June 26 at 11:10 a.m. I called your 
office and spoke for 3⁄2 minutes regarding 
a dangerous intersection in Sumpter 
township, where vehicles traveling 
northbound on the paved Sumpter Road 
could not be seen (safely) by vehicles 
entering the intersection from east- and 
westbound Arkona Road. (Pictures 
attached.) 

While there was no guarantee that an 
accident would occur there due to the 
circumstances, the probability of an 
accident resulting in vehicle damage, 
injury, or death was greatly enhanced. 
Odds, evidently, that Wayne County 
Department of Public Service is content 
with. I, however, decided (once again) 
to lessen those odds, and make the 
intersection safe. It took me 35 minutes 
with hand tools. 

I previously spoke to you regarding 
a simple change in policy which would 
greatly ensure the safety of the residents in 
Sumpter Township, and, if extended, most 
or all of Wayne County. I have noticed, 
over the past several years, that the 
Forestry Department sends its equipment 
out to the township to work certain 
areas, while following prescribed roads. 
Although some stretches of these roads are 
made safer for residents living there, much 
of the work done (except at intersections) 
is merely cosmetic. 

The most dangerous areas to the public 
on county roads are at the intersections! 
This is not only held up by statistics, but 
by common sense for anyone looking at 
the problem objectively. Intersections 
are where vehicles converge and make 
turns. Some are four-way stops, some are 
two-way stops, and all are dangerous if 
the intersection itself, or warning signs 
such as “STOP” and “STOP AHEAD” 
are obscured by foliage. Intersections are 
where accidents and injuries occur. 

Sumpter Township is basically six 
miles north and south and six miles east 
and west. The east side of the township 
consists of three roads north and south: 
Martinsville, Haggerty, and Clark. There 
is also a very short stretch of Carleton 
West Road. I recently drove the entire 


length of Martinsville Road, which is 
mostly dirt, while driving at a speed of 
15 to 22 miles per hour, and, at places 5 
mph (due to the potholes), and at 35 mph 
at the paved section between Judd Road 
and Harris. It took me 23 minutes. If the 
Forestry department vehicles drove that 
road with the sole intent of taking care of 
the intersections only, that road, as well as 
the entire east side, could be done in less 
than one day by one driver with one piece 
of equipment. Keep in mind also that some 
complete intersections, and some parts 
thereof, are kept maintained by adjacent 
residents, lessening the workload of the 
county. 

This plan, if strategically scheduled, 
probably four times a year, would be a 
practical and simple way to help ensure the 
safety of the residents, which should be the 
primary objective of the county. 

Many residents whom I have talked to 
are upset and angry at the lack of services 
provided by the county and township. 
Unfortunately, many have given up, after 
years and years of empty promises, and 
after years and years of paying taxes. 

When trying to deal with bureaucrats 
in the government, I, and others, have 
found that the default position is to cover 
their own backsides, and pass the problem 
along to another department, or shuffle 
it off to endless committee hearings, 
until it is forgotten. Many government 
employees are dismissive, or simply do 
not respond to phone calls or other forms 
of communication. Sumpter Township 
trustees have shown that they are more 
interested in self-promotion than problem- 
solving. 

Although it is not in your job description, 
when a resident is ignored, insulted, or lied 
to, there is a belief that the commissioner 
ultimately will look out for his or her 
interests, above the interests of the 
employees and politicians in government. 
You have shown, in the past, to represent 
that belief. I hope I will receive some 
response regarding this letter. 

I am including a couple of other photos 
which show some of the areas where two 
of the Forestry employees were working 
their separate vehicles, on the west side of 
the township on Wear Road, and eastward 
on similar roads, from 9 a.m. until 1:25 
p.m., while, during part of that time, I was 
clearing a dangerous intersection. 

Thank you for your time.

When most people think about the word 
“sports,” images of hockey, football, baseball, 
and soccer likely jump to the forefront of their 
mind. 

In addition to these traditional powerhouses, 
competitive gaming has quickly established 
itself alongside these sports. 

With competitive video gaming rapidly 
growing in popularity, Van Buren Public 
Schools lept at the opportunity to develop 
its own state-of-the-art facility right inside of 
BHS. 

With state-of-the-art gaming PCs and 
Nintendo Switch consoles ready for use, 
students flocked in droves to attend weekly 
video game club meetings for casual play 
and craved a chance to compete and show 
their talent on one of BHS’ inaugural eSports 
(electronic sports) teams for the 2022-23 
school year. 

By the end of 2022-23 eSports season, 
BHS set new standards in the eSports realm 
as its Super Smash Bros. Ultimate team 
qualified for the Michigan High School 
eSports League (MHSEL) Spring Final Four 
tournament held in Kalamazoo at Western 
Michigan University’s eSports Arena. 

The team consisted of Braylon Watts, Justin 
Slusher, Ivan Ruffin, and Danard Harvard 
and was coached by Mark Darket and Adam 
Howard. The squad arrived with passion, 
ready to bring home a championship. Despite 
their valiant efforts, they were eliminated by 
eventual runner-up Bloomfield Hills High 
School in the semi-finals. 

Congratulations to ALL of BHS’ eSports 
participants this year! 

Before the dust could even settle after the 
conclusion of VBPS’ first adventure into 
eSports, more history was made. Senior 
Dylan Jaszcz became the first VBPS student 
to earn an eSports scholarship. 

On May 25, Danielle Sirekis, head coach 
of eSports at Lawrence Tech, visited BHS to 
meet with Dylan for an official scholarship 
signing.

gameplay in Rocket League (RL), a 3v3 
(three people on each team) soccer title with 
a twist: players attempt to score goals using 
RC cars! When asked how Rocket League 
and eSports in general compare to traditional 
sports, Dylan made it clear that there are 
more connections and similarities than one 
might think. 

“In traditional soccer, for example, there are 
many rotations and ‘field’ placements players 
need to focus on to gain control of the play. 
Rocket League is no different,” Jaszcz said. 

RL players need to communicate rotations 
as the ball moves around the digital arena 
while also predicting their opponents moves 
and rotations. In essence, understanding 
the ebbs and flows of the game of soccer 
could instantly improve any Rocket League 
squad with the right amount of practice and 
preparation. 

While competition is the heart of 
eSports, it most importantly provides a sense 
of community for students that decided 
traditional sports, like football, are not their 
passion. In addition to this, eSports offers a 
variety of other opportunities outside of the 
competitive realm. In fact, many of these 
other programs and activities align with many 
gamers’ potential career pathways. 

Essentially, gaming is evolving from a 
hobby into a career-space.

Sumpter board approves $250,000 in ARPA funds for cemetery upgrades

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
unanimously approved obligating $250,000 
of its federal American Rescue Plan Act 
(ARPA) funds to upgrade Martinsville 
Cemetery on Willis Court. 

This was at its regular meeting on July 
11. Trustee Don LaPorte was absent and 
excused. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said he would like 
to know what the real costs are going to be 
to upgrade the cemetery. 


Township Manager Anthony Burdick said 
the cost is from $150,000 to $180,000 and 
the $250,000 figure is padding the number 
because of increased cost of everything. 
He said the board could reduce the amount 
obligated. 

Manager Burdick said the state, which 
is managing the funds, is being aggressive 
with timelines for the use of ARPA funds. 

Financial Manager Scott Holtz said if all 
the money allocated isn’t spent, it can be 
moved to another project. 

Burdick said it can be used on “anything 
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Belts, Hoses, Etc.

Supervisor Tim Bowman asked if it could 
be used for a security guard and Burdick 
replied that once the money stops, there 
would be no money for a security guard. 
This is for one-time spending. 

Supervisor Bowman asked if it could be 
spent on parks and Holtz said it was the 
board’s decision. 

Burdick said the next project is parks 
and ARPA funds are for “quality of life” 
projects, not infrastructure per se. 

Oddy said he was thinking of “quality of 
afterlife” at the cemetery for the families of 
those buried there. He said neighbors have 
chains across their driveways because they 
need safety. 

Burdick said if a visitor to the cemetery 
finds the gates locked there is nowhere 
to turn around and they have to pull into 
private drives. He suggested the township 
could put in a cul-de -ac at the end. 

He said the county thought Willis Court 
was a private road, but it’s not. 

Holtz said the township invested $1 
million in ARPA funds and if the $250,000 
is spent, there is more for other projects. 

The board also discussed possibly 
hiring another full-time DPW worker 
to be assigned to maintenance of parks 
and the cemetery. It was suggested the 
fairgrounds could be added to that list. 
More information is being gathered.

In other business at the July 11 workshop 
and meeting, the board: 

e Heard Burdick suggest that the board 
might want to prohibit swimming in 
Sherwood Pond because of the cost of 
testing the water and, “We want a healthy 
environment.” He said non-motorized 
boats and kayaks could continue to use the 
pond. Oddy said there is a liability for the 
township from people who could drown 
there because there is no lifeguard, and 
then there might be something in the water. 
“Let’s not wait until something happens,”

Consider approval to discuss, in open 
session, the grievances provided by 
AFSCME to Sumpter Township on behalf 
of employee Acheenia Hall; 

e Voted unanimously to receive and file

Carleen Thomas Grooms, 39, of Van 
Buren Township was charged with assault 
with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault) and domestic violence on Jan. 
15, 2021 in Van Buren Township. His live 
preliminary exam was set for Feb. 11, 2021 


and he was free on $5,000 personal bond. 

Before his exam on Feb. 11, 2021 it 
was announced the parties had reached 
an agreement. Grooms pled guilty to 
domestic violence and the other charge 
was dismissed, along with dropping a 
“habitual notice.” He will be on one year of 
probation with no assaultive contact with 
the complaining victim (a female he was 
dating), plus substance abuse evaluation 
with treatment, if necessary, and batterer’s 
counseling. 

His appointed defense attorney Andrew 
Sullivan asked 34" District Court Judge 
Lisa Martin to consider waiving fines and

costs because his client is “indigent and not 
working.” Judge Martin did not waive the 
fees and costs completely and said there 
will be fees with the battering counseling. 

On March 23, 2021 a virtual probable 
cause conference was held on six new 
charges against Grooms that allegedly 
occurred on Feb. 24, 2021 in Van Buren 
Township. He is charged with unlawful 
driving away of auto, assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault), 
operating with a blood alcohol content of 
.17 or more, operating while intoxicated, 
domestic violence — second offense notice, 
and open alcohol container in vehicle. 

Personal bond of $25,000 had been set at 
his arraignment. 

His probable cause conference was set 
for March 9, 2021 where he appeared by 
video from the Elmhurst Homes treatment 
center. The probable cause conference was 
adjourned until March 23. On March 23, 
Grooms was in a treatment facility in East 
Tawas and Judge Oakley set a probable 
cause conference on the new charges for 
May 4, 2021. 

On May 4, 2021 a preliminary exam was 
set for June 14 with the possibility of a deal 
coming because of his treatment. He is 
possibly transitioning to a half-way house. 

On June 14, 2021 he waived his exam 
and was bound over to circuit court for an 
arraignment on the information on June 
28. Then a calendar conference was set for 
July 28 and a pretrial for Aug. 8. 

On Aug. 8, 2021 he pled guilty to driving 
with a high blood alcohol content and also 
pled to a reduced misdemeanor charge 
of domestic violence and the other four 
charges were dismissed. He was sentenced 
to probation. 

Grooms then was scheduled for a May 
13, 2022 show-cause hearing on charges 
of felonious assault and domestic violence 
on Jan. 15, 2022 in Van Buren Township. 
He had failed to provide documentation 
of a substance abuse evaluation, failed 
to provide documentation of 26-week 
batterer’s counseling, and failed to 
maintain his payment plan (owes $1,125). 

He had pled guilty to domestic violence 
on Feb. 11, 2022 and the assault charge was 
dismissed on a motion of the prosecuting 
attorney. His fine was $1,125 and a 
payment plan was set up. 

He failed to appear on May 13, 2022 
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and so a warrant was put out for his arrest 
and entered into LEIN. On June 14, 2022 
his attorney explained Grooms was in 
Elmhurst Home Rehab in May so the 
warrant was recalled and his show-cause 
hearing set for July 26, 2022. 

His exam was waived on June 14, 2022 
and he was scheduled for an arraignment 
on the information at circuit court on 
June 28, 2022. On Aug. 8 he pled guilty 
to operating with a high blood alcohol 
content and domestic violence, which were 
reduced to misdemeanors, and the other 
charges were dismissed. He was sentenced 
to probation. 

On May 24, 2023 Grooms again was 
in custody before Judge Oakley for his 
probable cause conference on charges of 
domestic violence-third offense notice 
and larceny in a building on May 15, 
2023 in Van Buren Township. Bond was 
$5,000/10% and he is not to reenter an 
address in Parkwood Apartments or contact 
the victim. His preliminary exam was set 
for June 28 and then he waived his exam. 

His arraignment on the information at 
Wayne County Circuit Court at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice was set for July 
10, 2023. A calendar conference is July 21. 
He is in custody and is not to be released 
without a GPS tether for location only. 

Derrick Wayne Houchlei 
Derrick Wayne Houchlei, 43, of 
Napolean, MI, was arraigned May 12, 2022 
on charges of home invasion first degree, 
unarmed robbery, and aggravated assault 
on June 24, 2021 in Van Buren Township. 

His bond was set at $10,000/10%. 

A warrant was entered into LEIN on July
